In. so. testifying, Lee completely re- 
versed the story told to the jury 
Tuesday by Kosnofsky, the latter hav- 
ing assertél that it was he who drove 
the car, Lee who entered the apart- 
ment house and was ‘inside when the 
shot was fired, Lee who came rut- 
‘ning from the apartment after the 
‘shooting and Lee who was the pas- 
senzer of the flecing ear. 
| The statement of Lee closed the 
brief defense presented in his behalf 
and climaxed the second day of his 
trial. Today the state will offer re- 
buttal testimony, which will be fol- 
lowed by the .final evidence of the 
defense.

| nesday night that the arguments would 
be limited to two hours to the side, 
thus putting the case in the jury’s 
hands some time after nvon today.

ARMISTICE DAY 
BY SAM BLEDSOE. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 11.—4)— 
Time's mirror today held before the 
nation the reflection of a never-to-be- 
forgotten event—the armistice. 
Before its memories, grave and 
gay, the country paused and dropped 
routine. 


_Men to whom the rhythmic preci- 
sion of “left, right, left, right,” has 
become strange and awkward, found 


it familiar again as the bands swung 
into war songs, “Madamoiselle From 
and the other favorites. 

They brought it all back, somehow: 
softened the memory of the mud and

France. 
President Hoover led in the sym-

NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—(7)—Pat- 
rick E. Crowley—“Pull Eighty Cars” 
to the old-timers—will relinquish the 
presidency of the New York Central 
railroad on January 1. 

Frederick E. Williamson, president 
of the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy 
railroad, will succeed him, subject to 
release from his present position. 

Other important railroad changes 
will follow. Ralph Budd, president of 
the Great Northern railroad, will suc- 
eeed Williamson in the Burlington 


post. 

At Vancouver, Wash., William P. 
Kenney, vice president in charge of 
traffic, said, “I have heard that I 
have been nominated to succeed Mr. 
Budd.” Kenney added that official 
announcement must come from the 
Great Northern board. 

Other railway announcements dur- 
ing the day was one by the Illinois 
Central that Charlies C. Cameron 


would succeed David W. Longstreet 
as vice president in charge of traffic. 
Longstreet is being automatically re- 
tired at the age of 70. 

Mr. Crowlexs, whose nickname on 
the road was based upon his initials, 
P. FE. C., and his insistence of many 
years ago on greater operating @ffi- 
ciency, will. remain with the New 
York Central in an advisory capacity 
and as a director. 

“On January . I shall have com- 
pleted 53 years of railroad service, 42 
of which have been with the New 
York Central,” he said in a statement. 
“I am in my sixty-eighth year and I 
have asked the executive committee to 
relieve mb of the duties and bi&dens 
of the presidency as of January 1.”’ - 

Crowley became president of the 
New York Central on April 9, 1924, 
after his predecessor, Alfred H. Smith, 
bad been killed in a fall from a horse 
in Central Park, New York.

LAMONT URGES END 
T0 OL FIELD WASTE 


CHICAGO,’ Nov. 11.—(#)—Secre- 
tary of Commerce Robert P. Lamont 
warned the petroleum industry to- 
night that a “strait-jacket” of federal 
legislation would be its fare if “the 
mad wastes of the past’ were con- 
tinued.

COTTON CO-OPS GAIN. 


Indicative of the growing realiza- 
tion among the cotton growers that 
they must present a united front in 
their efforts to keep the trade in 
a healthy condition are reports 
showing that the membership in 
the American Cotton Co-operative 
Association has increased more than 
20 per cent since last season. 

The total membership of the as- 
sociation on October 25 came to 
174,608, as against 144,796 on the 
Same date last year, an increase of 
29,812. Three thousand and five 
hundred new members are reported 
as having joined the association dur- 
ing the week preceding that date. 

Not until the southern farmer 
learns from the example of the 
growers of California will he be able 
to reap as he should from his till- 
ing of the fertile soil of this sec- 
tion. The agriculturalists of that 
State have withstood depressions 
without noticeable effect because, 
presenting a solid front, they were 
able to fend off disastrous price de- 
clines. 

There are enough 
products in the south to enable our 
growers to control the markets for 
most of the year. They will never 
be able to do so, however, as long 
as they remain unorganized and 
“dump” their products without re- 
gard to distribution.

In 1925, when another great eleven 
rose for Tulane and the Rose Bowl 
representatives were in New Orleans 
with contracts already made out for 
the game, the athletic rulers of the 
university decided against approving 
a post-season match. 

IT ALL DEPENDS. 


Whether the annual spectacle, then 
somewhat of a novelty, has since been 
established to a point where Tulane 
authqrities would no longer oppose 
participation, is a question that prob- 
ably could not be answered until an 
invitation was received officially again 
at New Orleans. There are some 
grounds for believing the sentiment 
has changed, 

Cornell is a sturdy choice to beat 
Dartmouth in the Hanover hills Sat- 
urday, but nothing like a favorite to 
appear in uniform in California next 
January 1. The Ithacans will partici- 
pate here December ? in a “round 
robin” football tourney scheduled for 
the unemployed.

Fertilizer manufacturers of  tuis 
country will retrench in an effort to 


keep manufacturing and sales costs in 
line with the lessenc 1 prospective de- 
mand for fertilizer next season, it was 
indicated in the technical discussions 
that marked the final ses .ons of the 
National Fertilizer Association’s win- 
ter convention at the Biltmore hotel 
Wednesday. 

The day was devoted to round table 
discussions on trade problems of the 
industry with many of the nation’s 
leading fertilizer executives participat- 
ing in the conference, 

Charles J. Brand, executive secre- 
tary and treasurer, pointed out that 
the wholesale price of fertilizers and 
materials iuas declined 17 per cent 
each during the past year. This is an 
indication that manufacturers are 
passing on to the farmer all of the 
saving in material costs, he stated. 

The association will hold its prin- 
cipal annual convention in June at 
White Sulphur Springs, W. Va., and 
will meet again for the winter con- 
vention in November, 1932.

Atlanta Federation of Trades, Wed- 
nesday urged immediate reconstruc- 
tion of the Whitehall street viaduct 
to provide additional jobs and to fur- 
nish a badly needed public improvre- 
ment.

- Roosevelt Commission 
Raises Issue With Stim- 
son on St. Lawrence De- 
velopment. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 11.—(?)}—The 
extent of the federal government's 
tight to reguiate the development and 
disposal of electrical energy from wa- 


ter power in an individual state was 
questioned today by the head of Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt's power commission. 

The issue was rajsed in a letter 
Frank VP. Walsh, chairman of the 
abi authority of the state of New 

ork, wrote to Secretary of State 
Stimeon regarding the St. Lawrence 
river power development. The project 
for months has been the subject of 
a controversy in which President 
Hoover and Governor Roosevelt have 
figured. 

Mr. Walsh held a conference with 
Becretary Stimson last month which 
he termed “satisfactory” and at 
which he presented four propositions 
. for consideration of federal officials. 

Last week Secretary Stimson re- 
lied by letter. The paragraph of 
is answer read: 

“Whatever the rights of the state 
of New York may be in respect to 
any electric power developed by the 
navigation project on the river along 
the international boundary, utiliza- 
tion of that electric power must in 
the end depend upon the authority and 
permission of the federal 
ment.” 


To which Mr. Walsh replied in the. 


letter today: 

“This sentence seems to be open to 
the interpretation that the 
States government, after discharging 
its duty and exhausting its authority 
with respect to the improvement of 


navigation and commerce along the | 


river, and the protection of traffic 
thereon, possesses additional authority 
or power over the development and 
disposal of the electrie energy to be 
generated and that the development 
and disposition of such power by the 
state of New York must depend upon 
the authority and permission of the 
federal government, 

“The assumption of such author- 
ity by the federal government would 
amount to a denial of the sovereign 
and proprietary interest of the state 
in the waters of the St. Lawrence 
river, and the lands lying thereunder 
within its boundaries, and of its right
